A  Proud  Display 

Glory  jackets,  those  blue  and 
white  coats  referred  to  as 
lettermen's  jackets,  are  often 
seen  in  the  hallway,  in  the  bleachers 
and  at  the  mall. 

They  must  be  earned  not  just  pur- 
chased. For  example,  in  track  one 
has  to  place  in  at  least  four  events  in 
each  of  two  years  or  in  field  hockey 
one  has  to  be  on  Varsity  for  two 
years.  In  marching  band  one  has  to 
have  perfect  attendance  for  three  years 
in  order  to  earn  a  jacket.  Chorus  also 
has  an  attendance  and  grade  require- 
ment to  earn  one. 

A  letter  on  a  glory  jacket  can  look 
confusing  and  busy  with  a  variety  of 
stripes  and  stars,  but  actually  it  tells 
a  simple  tale.  A  varsity  letter  has  a 
stripe  to  illustrate  how  many  letters 
the  recipiant  has  earned.

Chosen  By  The  People 


Not  every  election  is  one  ot  "new  begin- 
nings" or  "new  generations ",  as  this  one  has 
been  called.  That  is  why  the  1992  election  is 
very  special.  Just  as  we  are  at  a  changing  point 
in  our  lives,  the  national  political  scene  is  chang- 
ing as  well. 

People  are  sick  ot  business  as  usual  and  want 
a  change.

A  Closer  Look 


Like  it  or  not,  all  Plymouth  South  students 
are  required  to  take  three  years  of  science, 
whether  it  be  biology,  physical  science,  chemis- 
try, physics,  oceanography,  ecology  or  astronomy. 
Although  there  is  no  universal  consensus,  many 
students  feel  that  Physics  and  Biology  AP  are 
among  the  toughest  courses. 

Students'  choices  for  taking  their  particu- 
lar science  vary  almost  as  much  as  the  number  of 
choices.  AP  biology  student  Geoff  Palowski 
made  his  choice  because,  "I  didn't  learn  much  in 
freshman  year  biology  and  I  wanted  to  reinforce

Freshman  Beth  Holt  speaks  for  many  other 
students  when  she  says,  "The  best  part  of  science 
is  the  various  labs."  Labs  can  range  from  dissect- 
ing a  pig,  worm  or  cat  to  identifying  different 
metals  by  the  color  flame  they  produce.  Ben 
Almada  added,  "The  best  part  of  science  is  the 
intrigue  of  discovering  new  information." 

Although  most  students  agree  there  are 
some  positive  aspects  of  science  class,  they  also 


point  out  many  negatives.  According  to  Dave 
Wrenn,  the  worst  part  of  any  science  class  is, 
"The  huge  amount  of  notes."  Another  worst  is 
the  infamous  and  dreaded  SCIENCE  PROJECT, 
something  many  students  like  as  much  as  a  trip 
to  the  dentist!

The  endless  quest  for  bilingualism  or  just  a  good  college  application  have  PSHS  students  . . . 

Speaking  In  Many  Tongues 


At  PSHS  students  have  the  choice  of  learn- 
ing in  several  languages  such  as  Spanish,  French, 
Latin  or  English;  however,  English  is  manda- 
tory! While  some  students  feel  that  taking  any 
language  at  all  is  a  drag,  others  enjoy  learning 
about  different  cultures  taught  in  the  foreign 
language  courses. 

All  students  of  Plymouth  South  know  that 
four  years  of  English  courses  are  required  for 
graduation.  Vocabulary,  grammar  and  literature 
are  all  part  of  the  four  year  repertoire.  However, 
there  are  some  activities  that  are  unique  to  the 
individual  grade  level. 

During  the  sophomore  year  students  are 
introduced  to  something  that  is     universally

At  one 
point  the  male  P.E.  staff  came  to  serve  as 
mock  attackers  and  the  girls  deftly  fended 
them  off.

Technical  Expertise 


Students  learn  many  skills  and  have  the 
opportunity  for  many  hands-on  experiences  in 
the  Technical  Studies  Program.  During  their 
week  of  shop  classes  students  learn  the  proper 
use  of  equipment  and  the  Massachusetts  codes 
and  put  this  knowledge  to  practical  use  in  projects 
both  in  the  school  and  in  the  community.  During 
'academic'  week  tech  students  also  have  related 
classes  which  deal  with  theory  and  the  technical 
information  needed  in  their  field. 

The  Technical  Studies  Program  welcomed 
a  new  director  this  year,  Mrs.  Carole  Rowell. 
Mrs.  Rowell  worked  with  the  nine  existing  shops 
-  Automotive,  Carpentry,  Computer  Science, 
Culinary,  Distributive  Education,  Electrical,  Elec- 
tronics, Graphic  Arts  and  Plumbing  -  and  also 


oversaw  the  opening  of  two  new  shops  —  Draft- 
ing/CAD  and  Metal  FabAVelding. 

One  shop,  the  Carpentry  Shop,  made  sure 
students  were  always  busy  building.  Projects 
included  oak  hutches,  raised  panel  oak  desks, 
sheds  and  the  trophy  case  in  the  gym  foyer. 
Carpentry  student  Jason  Tokarz  said,  "The  satis- 
faction of  working  with  my  hands  and  seeing  the 
finished  job  gives  me  pride  in  a  job  well  done." 

Another  shop,  the  Computer  Science  Shop, 
had  students  concentrating  on  word  processing, 
data  processing,  spread  sheets  and  the  use  of  the 
Macintosh  computers.  Students  not  only  had  to 
complete  assignments  using  the  computers,  they 
also  had  to  learn  about  the  functioning  of  the 
information  age  machines.  Jamie  Hamblin  noted.

Jacob  Harrington  said,  "The  work  is  challeng- 
ing, but  it's  fun." 

Many  tech  students  reported  that  they 
liked  gaining  technical  experience  which  they 
could  use  to  get  a  job.  David  Faustrum  said, 
"Nowadays  you  need  to  learn  some  kind  of  trade 
to  get  into  the  job  market.  I  like  computers 
because  they  are  important  for  the  future  and  will 
help  me  get  a  job."

TECH  PREP 


TECH  PREP  is  a  program  offered  in 
cooperation  with  Cape  Cod  Community  Col- 
lege.

Juniors  take  either  American  Studies  or 
US  Histoiy.  American  Studies  is  similar  to 
People  and  Culture,  but  like  US  History,  it  is  an 
intensive  survey  of  the  history  of  America.  "It's 
a  tough  course,  but  it's  real  fun,"  commented 
Todd  Sadler  about  US  History  AP. 

Finally,  seniors  choices  include  European 
Histoiy  AP  or  Economics.  European  History

MAKING  WEIGHT 

When  you  think  about  people 
who  are  always  trying  to  keep  their 
weight  down,  most  likely  models 
or  skaters  come  to  mind.  Many 
people  don't  realize  that  wrestlers 
struggle  just  as  much  or  more  than 
the  others  with  their  weight. 

Unlike  professional  wrestling, 
high  school  level  wrestling  has  thir- 
teen weight  classes  in  which  stu- 
dents compete.  These  weights  range 
from  103  lbs.  to  the  heavyweight 
class  (190 -275).  Each  match  con- 
sists of  one  bout  in  each  weight 
class.  As  soon  as  the  team  and  ref- 
eree arrive  to  the  meet,  the  referee 
weighs  in  all  the  wrestlers  to  make 
sure  they  are  within  three  pounds  of 
their  set  weight  class.  If  by  chance 
they  are  over,  they  have  a  few  min- 
utes to  try  to  work  it  off.  Jim 
Pierson  comments,"  We  try  to  find 
heavy  clothes  and  run  around  the 
gym  to  sweat  off  excess  weight  and 
then  weigh  in  again." 

Wrestlers  use  many  other 
methods  to  keep  their  weight  down 
before  a  match.  One  of  the  most 
popular  is  chewing  a  lot  of  gum  and 
spitting  into  an  empty  cup  or  bottle. 
Some  wrestlers  even  vomit  or  take 
Exlax  to  keep  their  weight  down. 

Some  wrestlers  have  no  prob- 
lem with  their  weight  at  all  though. 
When  asked  if  he  has  weight 
trouble.  Matt  Carroll  replied, "  No, 
not  at  all.  I  usually  take  food  from 
everyone  else  because  I  can  eat  and 
they  can't."

Every  club  and  activity  must  fund-raise  to  get  the  money  they  need  for  special  field  trips  and  to  help  defray  operating  costs  and  purchase 
necessary  materials.  The  school  department  does  pay  advisor's  stipends,  but  after  that,  all  clubs  and  activities  are  on  their  own  and  must  find 
creative  ways  to  finance  themselves.  Fund-raising  can  be  in  the  form  of  car  washes,  clothes  sales,  candy  sales,  Papa  Gino's  Pizza  Nights,  dances 
and  concessions  at  sporting  events. 

The  Plymouth  High  School  band  sold  calendars  and  candy  to  raise  money  for  their  activity  fund  and  their  senior  trip  to  Boston.  The  activity 
fund  is  used  to  rent,  buy  and/or  fix  instruments,  buy  music  and  pay  or  the  buses  for  field  trips.  Adam  Porter  regretfully  reported  that  the  fund- 
raising,  "Was  not  as  successful  as  we  would  have  liked  because  we  don't  have  student  support  and  we  have  to  go  outside  the  school  to  raise 
money."  He  added,  "We  need  the  support  of  the  students  because  we  always  need  more  money." 

Members  of  the  Model  UN  took  a  novel  approach  to  fund-raising  and  went  out  on  their  own  and  held  a  non-school-sponsored  show  on 
January  8th  at  Memorial  Hall.  The  intention  was  to  raise  money  for  their  annual  trip  to  New  York  City.  With  the  help  of  Cattle  Productions, 
a  company  made  up  of  sophomore  Matt  Harkins  and  1992  PSHS  grad  Keith  Marchand,  the  group  organized  a  benefit  concert  of  local  bands 
which  was  attended  by  students  from  surrounding  towns  and  schools.  They  raised  over  $1,800  and  donated  the  proceeds  to  the  Model  UN. 
Kelly  Mahoney  said,  "It  was  a  lot  more  successful  than  we  thought  it  would  be.  It  really  surprised  us.  I  think  everyone  enjoyed  the  show  -  it 
was  a  lot  of  fun."  Matt  Harkins  added,  "We  all  got  something  -  for  the  14  members  going  to  New  York,  it  knocked  $  1 20  off  the  trip.  It  was 
the  most  successful  fund-raiser  I've  ever  been  a  part  of." 

Not  all  fund-raisers  were  as  successful  as  the  Model  UN's  concert.  Peer  Leaders  held  a  very  unsuccessful  one  when  they  tried  to  sell  'Just 
Say  No'  calendars  for  $5.00  a  piece.  According  to  Erin  McLaughlin,  who  only  sold  two,  "They  were  unappealing  to  the  eye  and  the  band  had 
just  finished  selling  the  same  calendars." 

With  so  many  different  groups  trying  to  fund-raise  in  a  tight  economy,  the  task  became  increasingly  more  difficult.  Listed  below  are  just 
a  few  of  the  other  attempts  by  PSHS  students. 

Interact  members  raised  funds  by  holding  a  bottle  drive  which  netted  $76.37  and  they  also  sold  fire  extinguishers  and  first  aid  kits.

A  World  of  Difference 


Most  people  enjoy  traveling  and  taking 
vacations,  but  would  they  enjoy  it  for  an  ex- 
tended period  of  time?  Foreign  exchange  stu- 
dents do,  but  for  them  it  is  more  than  a  vacation. 
These  students  live  in  a  different  country  with  a 
family  they  did  not  previously  know,  do  school 
work  in  a  different  language  and  live  with  differ- 
ent customs  anywhere  from  three  months  to  a 
couple  of  years. 

Gabriel  Jauregui  and  John  Reyno  from 
Columbia  stayed  in  Plymouth  for  three  months 
during  their  summer  vacation.  Gabriel  lived 
with  the  Paananen  family  and  John  hved  with  the 
Loehfelm  family.  When  they  returned  to  Co- 
lumbia in  March,  they  started  their  next  school 
year.  John  commented,  "The  social  life  in  Co- 
lumbia is  different  because  there  the  people  are 
more  intimate;  here  everyone  just  says  'Hi'.  We 
talk  more  seriously  at  home." 

Peter  Balega  from  Bukovo  in  Russia  came 
to  Plymouth  in  October  and  lives  with  the  Ballum 
family.  Jason  Ballum  lived  with  Peter's  family 
for  several  weeks  two  years  ago  when  he  trav- 
elled there  during  a  similar  People  to  People 
Youth  Science  Exchange.  Peter  said,  "The  thing 


I  like  least  about  America  is  that  some  people 
don't  know  anything  about  Russia,  but  make  fun 
of  it.  Most  people  imagine  Russia  different  than 
it  is."  His  favorite  things  in  America  are,  "The 
Hard  Rock  Cafe,  Pizza  Hut  and  MTV.  I  think 
that  it  is  very  good  that  you  are  able  to  go  to 
different  famous  bands'  concerts.  We  have  no 
ability  like  that  in  Russia.  I  also  like  ice  cream 
very  much." 

Johanna  Brie,  or  Hanna  as  her  friends  call 
her,  is  living  with  her  aunt  and  uncle  in  Ply- 
mouth. She  anived  from  Sweden  the  last  week 
in  August  just  in  time  to  start  school.  She  noted 
many  differences  between  here  and  her  home 
country.  "We  are  not  dependent  on  a  car  because 
we  have  busses  everywhere  so  we  go  home  to 
each  other  almost  evei7  night.  We  go  to  a  pub  or 
a  concert  on  the  weekends  and  everyone  is  out 
together  having  fun.  It  is  so  hard  to  get  anywhere 
here  if  you  don't  have  a  car.  I  miss  that  you  can 
walk  through  the  city  in  the  middle  of  the  night 
without  anything  happening  to  you.  You  don't 
have  to  be  afraid  of  getting  robbed  or  whatever." 
She  said  her  school  was  different  because,  "We 
are  more  like  friends  with  our  teachers  and  we 


don't  call  them  by  their  last  naines,  only  by  their 
first  name.  We  have  more  free  time  between  the 
lessons  and  longer  lunch." 

Julia  Romanenko  has  been  in  the  US  for 
two  years  and  lives  with  the  Olson  family.  She 
comes  from  Bukovo.  Russia.  She  likes  the  vari- 
ety of  people  and  the  large  course  selection  at 
PSHS,  but  doesn't  like  the  schedule  being  the 
same  everyday  nor  the  time  school  starts.  She 
plans  on  going  home  in  July  for  six  weeks  and 
then  coming  back  to  go  to  college. 

Victor  Panchuk  is  also  from  Bukovo,  Rus- 
sia. He  lived  with  the  Hansen  family  last  year 
and  now  lives  with  Mr.  Moyer. 

Luis  Boedo  is  from  a  city  in  Spain  named  La 
Coruva.  He  noted  that  there  were  not  as  many 
sports  played  at  the  high  school  level  in  his 
country.  In  Spain  Luis  played  on  the  school's 
.soccer  team;  here  he  played  on  the  golf  team.  He 
commented,  "There  school  is  harder-  the  courses 
are  a  higher  level  and  you  have  to  study  harder 
and  work  more."
